, INAUGURATION CEREMONY 


New President of the United States, 
in his Inaugural Address, Made a 
Plea to All Honest, Patriotic Men, 
to Aid Him In the Guidance of Good 
Government. 


Washington.—Woodrow Wilson, of 
Mew Jersey, was inaugurated March 
4 as President of the United States, 
Thomas Marshall, of Indiana, as Vice- 
President; Democracy, the vehicle of 
their destiny. It was an intensely 
ca. precedent breaking inaugura- 

on. 

With members of hié chosen cabin- 
et. surround!ng him, the justices of 
the Supreme Court before him, his 
wife and daughiers dancing for joy 
on the platform below, and William 
Tall, ex-President at his side, the new 
President shouted a summons to all 
honest patriotic, forward looking men, 
to aid him, extending the promise that 
he would not fail them in the guidance 
of their Government. 

While the President's concluding in- 
augural words were tossing in tumul- 
tuous waves of applause, the retiring 
President clasped his hand and en- 
listed as a patriot in the ranks of 
private citizenship. 

Mr. President, said Mr. Taft, his 
face beaming with a smile, I wish you 
a@ successful administration and the 
carrying out of your aims. We will 
all be behind you, 

Thank you, said President Wilson, 
as he turned to shake the hand of his 
Secretary of State, William Jennings 
Bryan. There they stood. Taft, 
standard bearer of a vanquished party 
after sixteen years of power; Bryan 
persistent plodder of progressive De- 
mocracy, thrice defeated, accepting a 
commission from a new chiefiain, and 
Wilson the man of the hour, victorious 
mustering as he expressed it, not the 
forces of the party but the forces of 
humanity. 

It was a political picture far be- 
yond imaginings of a few years gone 
by, a setting that stirred the souls of 
the assembled hosts, whose cheering 
at the scene seemed actually to re 
verberate from the distant Virginia 


“hills. 


The military and civic pageant that 
followed this climax of the day was 
more than five hours in passing, Leav- 
ing Capital Hill at two o’clock in the 
afternoon, the marching thousands had 
not doffed their colors to the Presi- 
dent in the court of honor until long 
after darkness had followed. Presi- 
dent Wilson stood for more than an 
hour under, the glare of myriads of 
brilliant electric lights as he greeted 
the thousands in a long line, among 
them the hosts of Princeton who as 
they passed him, shouted a hearty 
greeting that he never can forget. 

Ceremonies in the senate chamber 
which marked the dying of the sixty- 
gecond and the vitalizing of the new 
sixty-third congress, embracing the in- 
auguration of Vice President Marshall, 
and the swearing in of ‘the senators- 
elect, were never more impressive. 
Though delayed somewhat by the 
course of legislation, necessitating 
turning back half an hour the hands 
of the clock, the interest was tense. 
The procession into the chamber of 
the members of the House of Repre- 


‘gentatives, ambassadors and ministers 


of foreign countries in all their bril- 
Mant regalia. chief Justice and justices 
of the supreme court in their sombre 
robes, the President-elect and Presi- 
dent Taft, side by sjde, escorted by 
the members of the congressional] in- 
augural committee was an awe inspir- 
ing spectacle.

Marriage Bill for Ontario Has Drastic 
Provisions

Styles in heroines change almost as | 
poh ape as fashions in women’s 
gowns. To-day the leading ladies in 
our popular novels, quite like the 
genuine flesh and blood ladies we 
knc'v who don’t pretend to be hero- 
ines, are a cheerful, energetic lot, 
none the less alluring because they 
don’t go in for scenes and sobs. No 
longer does a Leroine sniff through 
situations, No more does « wet hand. 
kerchicf, knotted into a tight ball, 
roll away und ~- the table, obliging 
the hero to duck his manly head and 
crease wrinkles into his well pressed 
shoulders before he can put his hand 
up t the clammy thing and restore 
it to the weeping fair one. Téary eyes, 
trembling -ips and faltering confes- 
sions have quite gone out. Clinging 
femininity in to-day’s noveis is ob- 
solete, 

A gradual development of the mod- 
ern heroine character has to do with 
age. Possibly we haven’t reached 
the culminating point yet—by and by 
w. may class everything in which the 
heroine is not a grandmother as a 
“juven‘le”—but heroines are distinctly 
older than they used to be. Middle- 
aged matrons of fascinating qualities, 
singte young women of 30, or there- 
abouts, as beautiful as they are bril- 
liant, and charming old maids—th»

--form, to a great extent, the femin- 
ine army whose life stories we peruse 
until the wee sma’ hours. There is 
no age limit to the modern heroine. 

Perhaps the most striking thing 
about the present heroines is their 
efficiency. They are fast dyed, they 
won’t fade or wear off. They are the 
mo-t practical, capable, ‘‘get-there-y” 
set of people anywhere on ‘the face of 
the earth—except the heroes! 

They don’t go around and create 
sensations; they don’t-go in for high 
brow isms and ologies, or for fads 
and fetishes; but they are outfitted 
with good mentalities, and they use 
them in some practical, result-bring- 
ing way. Poverty is no crime, or 
even a cause of caste ‘owering, but 
the heroine of the modern novel, if. 
she is denendent on_ herself, is not 
likely to be poor. She gets out and 
goes. after something and succeeds 
remarkably. ,

A meeting of the members of the 
Crossfield School Board, No. 752, 
was held in the Chronicle Office, on 
Thursday, March 6th, 1913.

able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of hig homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties-—Muast reside upon: the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time uired to 
earn tead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 


homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 


The final touch was given the above 
case when His Lordship abruptly 
stoppéd the proceedings and said he 
had made up his mind to acquit the 
Defendant on account of the many 
irregularities that had been properly 
brought before him.
